Chicago People on Train. 

Bt. Louis, Mo., July 3.—[Special.4—There 
were a number of Chicago people on the 
ill fated Wabash train.,; Among them were 
A. D. Wayne, wife, and little daughter, 317 
West Sixty-first street, who were riding in 
the parlor car. They escaped injury, but 
were badly shaken up and much frightened. 

In describing the sensations of the shock, 
Mrs. Wayne said she and the little girl were 
thrown from their seats across the aisle and 
into Mr. Wayné’s lap. Immediately they re- 
covered from the first scare and realized 
there had been a terrible accident, Mr. 
Wayne rushed out of the car and hurried 
forward, helping to pull a number of injured 
people fronr urider the burning wreck. 

Fourteen of the passengers who were for- 
tunate enough to be in the rear end coaches 
Were taken aboard the Illinois Centra) lim- 
ited and came on to St. Louis. Among them 
were Mr. Wayne and his family. In describ- 
ing the scenes and incidents that occurred 
ishmediately after ‘the collision, Mr. Wayne 
said: 

‘\We were all tkrown from our seats in 
the parlor car and became so dazed for a 
minute or two that none of us seemed to 
realize where we were. The car was filled 
with dust, and women and children were 
screaming and crying. ®But none of them 
was hurt. I rushed out, ran forward and 
heiped to puli two men from under the 
wreck and carry them into a field nearby. 
Somebody said one of the freight cars was 
loaded with powder and might blow up at 
minute, I ran back then, got my wife and 
little girl, and took them to a safe place. 


Persona! Effects Burned. 


“We had been in St. Lobis for three or four 
weeks, ‘and returned only two or three days 
ago. We had laid in a trunkful of new 
clothing, and it was in the baggage car, 
which, of course, with its contents, was 
smashed -to pieces and burned: My little 
daughter had a new bicycle, which also was 
in the baggage car, and upon being.told it 
was broken, she began to cry. 

. “ We implored her not to worry about the 
bicycle, as a lot of people in the front cars 

had been killed. She said then the bicycle’ 
was nothing as compared to thé men, women,

Austro-Hungarian empire. The dangers of 
separation are more to be feared than the 
pangs of internal strife.

Sepa- 
rated, they would be unable to resist their 
powerful and land hungry neighbors. Even, 
Hungary will consider the possible annexa- 
tion by Russia before it deserts Austria. 


OLD AGE PENSIONS. 
The Cigar Makers’ International union is 
celebrating its fortieth birthday by consider- 
ing the advisability of establishing yet an- 
other method of providing pensions for the 
veterans of industry. | 7 
Two methods have already met with favor 
in various parts of the world. One relies 
on governmental aid and regards the nation 
as a mutual economic enterprise, the suc- 
cess of which should mean a comfortable old 
age for all who have participatedinit. This 
method has met with the greatest popular 
approval in Germany and in Australia. 

The second method has been adopted even 
in the United States. It commends itself to 
the large corporations.. The employé who 
faithfully serves the industry with which he 
is connected through a term of years is re- 
warded at the conclusion of that term by a 
pension large enough at any rate to keep 
him from the poorhouse. 


If the plan suggested by their officers is 
adopted the aged workman will look for his 
pension not to the nation of which/he is a 
citizen or to the industry in which he has 
been an essential factor but to the voluntary 
organization in which he has held a card. 
The second and third of these methods are 
beyond objection and they meet a need which 
no observer, either of human nature or of 
modern industrial life, will gainsay. 
Human nature is such that it cannot be 
depended on to make adequate provision for 
the contingencies of age. In medieval times. 
the workman, as a serf, was sure of sub- 
sistence throughout his life because he had 
a plat of land which no political or economic 
tyranny, through any process of law, could 
take away from him. In modern times the 
” af which has taken the place of the plat 
of land, can easily be lost, and its @fed, im- 
provident holder then finds himself exposed 
‘to a poverty which is as onerous to him as 
to the charitable agencies Which are called 
on to relieve him and to the state which 
suffers from the presence of an impoverished 
and irresponsible class. | 

In getting a pension after years of | 

in an industry or of membership in a union 
the workman does not really lay himself 
open to the frivolous charge sometimes 
urged against pension schemes that the re- 
cipient of a pension is getting something for 
nothing. The money forming the pension 
fund is all contributed by the men belong- 
ing to the industry or to the organization 
among the outworn servants of which it is 
divided. A universal compulsory pension 
system, if such a thing were imaginable, 
would simply mean that every human being 
would be obliged every year to make such 
a contribation out of his earnings to a gen- 
eral fund as to provide for himself a com- 
petency in his old age and as to protect so- 
ciety from being obliged to succor his im- 


, providence out of its own resources. 


OUKHTOMSKY. 

When Russia reckons with her statesmen, 
there is Oukhtomsky. Incidentally, he is 
editor, scholar, traveler, and polished prince 
of the realm. A head in the war party, 
névertheless he was the one representative 
of the Russian press who came to the press 
parliament at St. Louis a few weeks ago. 
Closer to his emperor than is almost any 
other man in Russia, it was his paper, the 
St. Petersburg Vyedomosti, that received 
its “second warning” from the ministry 
of Von Plehve, just after the prince had 
landed in New York. Firm as an adherent 
to the ezar’s government, he still preaches 
equity and humanity in its administration 
and opposes the corruption of the bureau- 
cracy. 

At the age of 43 Prince Esper Espero- 
vitch Oukhtomsky is a large figure in that 
small group which stands at the top of Rus- 
sian civilization. His prestige has. come 
since the succession of Czar Nicholas, The 
day after the young Nicholas was crowned, 
Darnovo, then minister of the interior, as- 
signed Oukhtomsky from one of the minor 
positions in the depaftment to one of the 
most lucrative and pleasing of posts. Up 
to the time of Nicholas’ accession Durnovo 
had failed to recognize Oukhtomsky’s serv- 
ices. There was point, therefore, in the 
sarcasm with which the czar, while signing 
the new Oukhtomsky commission, congrat- 
ulated Durnovo on his sudden discovery of 
concealed talent. 
. Oukhtomsky had accompanied Nicholas, 
when he was czarevitch, making the memor- 


thirteen years ago, and their friendship is 
such that Oukhtomsky alone; of all the Rus- 
pian publicists, ventured to the St, Louis 
gathering against the advice of Count Lams- 
dorf. 
‘The Asiatic tour was the beginning of 
Oukhtomsky’s belief in the necessity of 
Russian influence in centra] Asia. Nd later 
than in the current issue of the North Amer- 
ican Review he contributes an article show- 
ing Russia slow in allowing Great Britain 
to make advances in Tibet. It has been 
DPukhtomsky’s view that an alliance be- 
tween Russia and China should be desirable, 
and that Russia’s interests in Tibet were 
beyond those of Great Britain.

The intimation by King Edward that the 
officers of the Brigade of Guards were mem- 
bers of the royal household was made a few 
years before Queen Victoria’s death, when a 
liberal administration was in office, and the 
liberal master of the buckhounds had neg- 
sected to send cards to the officers of the 
guards for the royal inclosure at the Ascot 
races, declaring that he had none to spare. 
The prince of Wales, as he was in those 
days, got angry, pointed out that the royal 
inclosure at Ascot. was intended primarily 
for the members of the royal family and of 
the royal household, and only secondarily 
for the friends and acquaintances of the 
master of the buckhounds, adding that the 
officers of the guards were officers of the 
royal household, the brigade being, indeed, 
officially known as the Household brigade. 


King Edward's gracious reception of Gen. 
Booth, the chief of the Salvation army, in 
private audience at Buckingham palace, in 
connection with the International Salvation- 
Ast congress, which has just been. taking 
place in London, is quite in keeping with 
the friendly attitude. of Queen Victoria to- 
ward the Salvation army movement. When 
at the time of her last jubilee a message of 
congratulation and of good wishes was sent 
fo her by the chiefs of the Salvation army 
she addressed a most kindly and sympathetic 
reply in person, directing it to ‘‘ General ”’ 
Booth, thus according official and royal rec- 
ognition to the title which he has assumed. 
Like the authorities all over the world, she 
realized that the Salvation army, although 
its methods may not commend themselves to 
all, nevertheless accomplishes an immense 
amount of good, especially among the poor- 
est classes, and that as such it is deserving 
of encouragement and of kindly recognition. 
In Holland both Queen Wilhelmina and her 
mother have shown themselves equally well 
disposed towards the Salvation army, and 
in Sweden Queen Sophia and her’ son 
Oscar, who renounced his royal rank and 
his right of succession to the crown to marry 
Miss Ebba Munk, have actually joined the 
movement, and are enrolled on the roster 
of the Scandinavian contingent of the army.

War Wickedly Wastefal. .

When we see that congress has appropriat- 
ed millions of dollars for new battleships we 
can have no conception of the vast sum thus 
expended save as we inquire what the same 
sum would accomplish in other ways. 

Oak Park is an unusually prosperous com- 
munity of nearly 12,000 inhabitants, with a 
high average of good homes and public builld- 
ings. If Oak Park were to sell all its real 
estate and personal property at the valuation 
it has on the assessor’s bocks we might, 
with the proceeds, barely’ buy one second 
class battleship. We could buy the Texas 
and have a small remaining sum, which soon 
would be swallowed up in repairs.

‘Israel, and gather together the dispersed 
of Judah from the four corners of the earth.” 


. Text Inspired Him. 
This text was the impetus of his life work. 


In it he saw the hope of Israel, and before’ 


he was 30 years old he had begun an agita- 
tion that within a comparatively short time 
had attracted the attention of the civilized 
world, and which finally culminated in the 
Zionist congress, which was really a con- 
vention to devise ways and means of carry- 
ing out the “dreams” of the brilfant Hun- 
garian Jew who had forced a hearing.

LOWEST. DEATH RATE KNOWN.” 
MADE'IN CHICAGO IN JUNE. 
Temperature Conditions the Chief Cause 


of Good Showing—Total Mortality 
11.02 a Thousand Population. | 


+ 


Favorable temperature during the last two 
months has given Chicago the lowest June 
mortality record not only in its own history 
but among all the great.cities of the world 
according to the weekly health bulletin. 

“ May averaged 57 degrees, about one de- 
gree warmer than the record of thirty-three 
years,"’ says the bulletin. “‘ June averaged 
@5 degrees, two degrees cooler than the rec- 
ord. The warmer May and the cooler June 
were especially favorable to the health of 
the young. and it is the mortality among the 
young—those under 5 years of age—that con- | 
stitutes the most important factor of the 
general death rate. 

“There were 1,745 deaths at all ages re- 
ported during the month—an annual rate of 
11,02 per 1,000,o0f. the population, and 24 per 
tent less than the average June rate of the 
previous decade, which wae 14.52. Of this 
‘total there -were 430 under 5 years of age, or 
less than one-fourth (24.6 per cent). Ten 
years ago, 1894, there were 2,083 deaths at 
all agés in the month 6f June, of which num- 
ber 959 were under 5 years of age—a propor- 
tion of nearly double (47.1 per cent) that of 
June, 1904. 

“Death rates are diminishing, health is 
improving, and the duration of human life is 
inereasing all over the world; but in no other 
large city in the same proportion as in Chi- 
generaliy 
recognized that the incredulity of a decade 
ago is now wellnigh overcome.”

With four races at a mile or over, the 
Hawthorne management offers a fairly good 
card for today’s holiday amusement seekers 
and there is no question that a big crowd will 
make its way out to the course. 

The feature on the program is the an- 

nounced meeting between Colonial Girl, the 
winner of the $50,000 World's Fair handicap 
at St. Louls, and four others—Bad News, 
McGee, Horatius, and Fonsoluca. It will be 
Colonial Girl's first race since her St. Louis 
victory and of course she will be an object 
of considerable interest for all that she has 
been seen several times this year on local 
tracks. 
. The race is a handicap at a mile and a 
‘furlong and Colonia! Girl and Bad News are 
asked to carry 108 pounds each, with McGee 
and Horatius 107 each, and Fonsoluca 101. 
It “ag like a pretty good racing proposition, 
with the chances favoring Colonial Girl, ex- 
cept for the possibility that she may natur- 
ally have been right on edge for her great 
race at St. Louis nine days ago and have 
staled slightly since.

Second Meeting of Trio. 


On June 1 Colonial Girl, McGee, and Bad 
News met at Hawthorne in a race at a mile 
and a quarter. Colonial Girl, carrying 109 
pounds, won without difficulty, and this race 
caused many Chicago horsemen to believe 
she would surely win the St. Louis event, 
Bad News, carrying two pounds less, fin- 
ished second, and McGee, with 110, came In 
third, only a half length behind the horse 

with the discouraging name. The trio today 
will meet in a race a furlong shorter than 
that of June 1, with Colonial Girl and Baé 
News carrying precisely the same weights 
ard McGee having three pounds off. The 
shorter route will favor both Bad News and 
McGee, as compared with Colonial Girl, and 
will favor Bad News most of all; but at that 
Colonial Girl had Bad News well beaten by 
the time the mile and a furlong had been 
covered on June l. The difference in the 
weight makes McGee a probably more dan- 
gerous factor than Bad News, especially as 
the Corrigan horse is just now in rare form: 
for Bad News, despite his great turn of 
speed, which he has carried galloping to vic- 
tory as far as a mile and an eighth on one 
oecasion this year, is generally ready to 
shout quits at about the endof a mile if there 
is a real good race horse along with him. 
McGee is a greater horse than Bad News— 
that is, he does not stop so abruptly as does 
the Flying Dutchman gelding.
